For weeks the Government has been try- 
inf to stem the torrent of talk which has been 
flowing from the floor of the House of Com¬ 
mons towards Mr. Speaker. Late hour sit- 
tings and sittings on holidays have been held in 
the hope of bringing about early prorogation, 
but this, instead of expediting business, expe¬ 
dited talk, especially from the loquacious so- 
called "ginger group" among the Progressives 
who recently broke away from the leadership 
of Mr. Forke, and a dozen or more Conser¬ 
vatives led by Sir Henry Drayton, the quality 
of whose speeches is invariably in inverse ratio 
to their quantity. 

Perhaps our Parliamentary sessions would 
be shorter if the accommodation given mem¬ 
bers in the House of Commons and the Senate 
were less comfortable. If, for example, their 
desks were removed their speeches would be 
more brief and to the point, because it is in 
those desks that they keep the munitions of 
their forensic warfare—reference volumes, 
documents and publications of various kind 
from which they quote without stint. 

In the British House of Commons members 
have to sit on benches, and. having no desks, 
they are unable to store up material in front 
of them for oratorical marathons. With no 
desk to lean upon, no fine comfortable chair 
to lounge in after he is finished, the average 
Canadian Parliamentaiian would have to cut 
his remarks in two. If, however, the removal 
of desks and the substitution of benches for 
chairs did not solve the problem, then abolish 
the Hansard report. That would do the 
trick.

elderly, experienced, and from his long manage¬ 
ment of the affaire of the difficult and precarious 
colony, had the whole Brltieh situation In 
America always before hi# eyee. He had dis¬ 
approved Buncos’# appointment, though he knew 
him to be a gallant and efficient army officer, 
for he had recommended Sir John Johnson for I 
the position. Hlr John Johnson, aa I>orche#ter 
thought then and aa It appears to us to-day, ‘ 
would have been an Ideal first governor for 
the new Province of Upper Canada which was 
Juat being set apart as separate from Quebec 
or Lower Canada by the Constitutional Act of 
1711. Sir John waa the son of the great Sir 
William Johnson, tha remarkable Irishman who 
had obtained *« complete a domination of the 
Iroquois confederacy and had been such a 
powerful assistance In the campaigns of the 
Seven Tears* War against the French In Can¬ 
ada. Sir John had raised a regiment, tha 
King’s Royal New York Regiment, and had 
served throughout the war Ha hail nlao headed 
the Indian allies of the Crown forces. The 
family estates in the valley of the Mohawk 
River In the preeent State of New York, built 
up with ao much care nnd pride by hla father, 
had all been lost from the moment he had 
openly declared for the King. He was now 
an exile living near Montreal He knew the 
Loyalist refugees and was one himself; he 
knew their social and political background. 
Dorchester could see how they would have 
welcomed him as a Oovernor from among 
themselves, one of t£a most distinguished of 
themselves. The Hrltiah Cabinet, however, de¬ 
cided against Hlr John, because, forsooth, his 
private Interests were too great and might in¬ 
terfere with hla official attitude. 

S O Colonel Slmcoe, who as a member of Par¬ 
liament had taken a prominent part la 
the debates on the Constitutional Act, was ap¬ 
pointed. He made an excellent and memorable 
founder of British Institutions in Upper Can¬ 
ada. However, from the time that he assumed 
hla authority, he and hla superior officer. Lord 
Doreheater. were at loggerheads on practically 
every important point of policy. Blmcoe 
wished to distribute garrisons af t*Yowhtr*pot» 
throughout the length of Upper Canada, be- 
I llevlng that inevitably, if the situation were 
strategic, there would spring up about the 
garrison aa a nucleus a thriving town. Dor¬ 
chester felt that thla policy would weaken 
defence by dissipating military strength, would 
give opportunity for financial and contracting 
extravagance and even corrupti on, would foster
